In my opinion the three most es 
sential things are the following: 1st, 
settle all this Missouri Slope coun 
try; 
2nd, use every

In Burleigh, Morton. McLean, K id­ 
der, Emmons and the other countic.s 
in the Bismarck trade area arc liter­ 
ally millions of acres of uncultiva­ 
ted lands on which there ought to 
be farmers. Bismarck cannot grow 
until these lands are settled. 
Our 
present business houses cannot in ­ 
crease their present business until 
there are more people here to supply 
and no new business houses will 
locate here. 
We need settlers not 
only in Biirleigh County but in all 
these surrounding counties. The new 
bridge, of which we are all so proud, 
will not be of much benefit to us 
until the country is more thickly 
settled. 
One reason that the freight houses 
are filled with shipments from mail 
order houses is because the average 
farm er feels that the average city 
man is against him. This is largely 
due to our recent 
political fights.

is as much stimulation (physically, but not mentally) in two 
lumps of sugar as in the average alcoholic cock-tail. 


We are a nervous race, highly-strung, quick-moving, rest- 


less, impatient. 
The natural reaction is that we crave 


stimulants. In alcohol, we never were able to restrain our- 
selves nationally. Trip French, also highly-strung- nervously. 
can be satisfied with light wines. But your typical American 
wanted whisky—highTproof, concentrated, and aged to'the 
point where it contained compound high ethers more stimu- 
lating than the alcoholic content. 


As we went to extremes in alcohol, we now appear headed 


for extremes in using sugar. It's a curious development, re- 
flecting our national psychology. Incidentally* it looks a.? 
if sugar will be a pretty good business field in years ahead.

MONEY SAVER 


Beach, N. Dak.. Jan. 24—That ru r­ 
al telephone service is worth many 
times the service costs to the farm ­ 
er was made clear to several pro­ 
testing 'phone customers of a local 
Telephone Company recently when 
these persons had complained that 
the service was not worth what was 
paid for it. The company went to 
the pains of keeping a record of the 
calls that went to some of his rural 
customers. 
On examination of the record a t 
the end of thirty days, it was found 
that “subscriber No. 1,” farming 160 
acres, five and a half miles from 
town, had a total 
of 
thirty-nine 
business calls and twenty-two social 
calls. “Subscriber No. 2,” farming 
320 acres, four miles from town, 
had “seventy business 
calls 
and 
fifteen social calls. “Subscriber No. 
3,” farming 960 acres, seven miles 
from town, had ninety-one business 
calls and sixty-one social calls. Com­ 
puting these business calls only on 
a valuation based on a mileage 
at 
the low rate of five cents per mile 
it was found that subscriber No. 1 
and monthly business on telephone 
calls a tt his rate was $7.56, No. 2 
had a business value of $10.00 placed 
on his calls and No. 3 had a tele­ 
phone call business amounting 
to 
$22,50 for the month. 
In addition the telephone saved 
many a trip to town, it is claimed 
by the company. Each subscriber 
paid a monthly telephone service 
charge of $1.50. 
As an argum ent settler, the com­ 
pany officials aver that a little sec­ 
ond now and then delivers a com­ 
plete knockout.
